Rumour regarding the Serves that the London correspondent 
proposed contraction of & of the Hindu says that Government 
new loan by Government for 
fortifying ‘the frontier. desires 4 to borrow 400 million rupees, 
which will be devoted to fortifying the north-west frontier, 
and that Sir Frederick Roberts has agreed to make a reduction 
of 16 million rupees in the military expenditure to pay the 
interest 6nthe loan. Ifthe rumour is well-found, the Hindu- 
sidn enters a strong protest against the proposal. When 
Sir Auckland Colvin introduced the income tax, he declared 
that the tax was not intended to be a permanent impost. But 
has Government adhered to that promise? If a saving can 
be effected in any Department, Government should do so and 
abolish the income tax, restoring the confidence of the people in 
its words. Considering ite disregard of its past pledges, the 
people are naturally afraid that the new loan will impose an 
additional, burden on them. ‘The army was not reduced when 
no danger was apprehended from Russia, It 1s difficult to 
understand how a reduction can be safely made when she is 
knocking at the. gates. On the occupation of Panjdeh by the 
Russians, the Government of India in its despatch dated 14th 
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“ Aagnst, 1886, to. ‘the en star of State, arged the neoenity, 
for increasing the strength of the Indian garrison. Has any 
change occurred in respect of frontier politics which can 
allow a reduction of the garrison ? Sir Charles Dilke, ‘who tis’ 
well acquainted with the military requirements of ‘this country, 
considers an increase ini the army riecessary. Whose opinion 
is entitled to greater weight, Sir Charles Dilke’s or Sir Fre- 
derick, Roberts’? Be that as it may, natives have good. reason 
to think that the proposal regarding ‘the cut 
military expenditure is intended only to disarm opposition to 
the new loan, and that Government will never be able to give 
effect to it. Hence Government had better consult all the 
well-known financiers and experienced generals before coming 
to a conelusion in the matter. ba Ms

‘One sweetmeat seller had to pay Rs. 1,100 ‘on -account 
of ground rent for one month! He must have necessarily 
‘supplied ‘adulterated articles of food ‘and used. short weights. 
A pilgrim . has to pay a pice for a small earthen pot 


‘which. can be had for quarter of a pice outside the fair,

The 
heggars, particularly the Muhammadans, the shoemakers and 
the sweepers among them, are a source of great annoyance.to 
the pilgrims, They are very ‘importunate and impertinent, 
and sometimes cause much grief to.the pilgrims by throwing 
themseves. on the latter, who regard their touch‘as. pollution. 
The blackmail levied by these beggars is generally devoted - 
by them to immoral purposes; why do.not the police forbid 
them to enter the fair? (8) Some thieves, cheats and other 
bad . characters assume the guise of mendicants and thus, 
induce pilgrims to give them alms. They smoke ganja in a 
very gareless. way and fires generally originate in their huts. 
The police should keep an eye on such persons and turn them 
out of the fair. (4) The officials in charge of the fair allow even 
showmen and. gamblers on payment of ground rent to hold. shows 
and gaming. Such things are quite out of place at, a religious 
fair. (5) All persons at the time of their entrance to the fair are 
deprived of their sticks by the police, and the sticks are never 
returned, but are used as fuel by the constables, Nothing could 
be.more objectionable than to deprive. old and. sickly persons | 
of their sticks, who must find it very difficult to walk without 
them. The pilgrims*who come from distant parts of 
the country require sticks for the protection of their 
lives and property. (6) Christian: missionaries abuse the 
religion and gods of the Hindus and distribute pamphlets 
abusive. of such religion and gods at the fair; they should 
not be allowed. todo these things at a Hindu rligious gather-

Such being the scant patronage extended by the reading pub- 
lie to authors in this country, the supply of three copies of 
each book to Government free of charge is sure to press heavi- 
ly on them. Itis to be hoped that the Bill will not be passed. 
But if it be passed it should apply only to those ptesses which 
have expressed a, val of it through their newspapers.
